Milwaukee, June 15.—An extra­ 
ordinary series of scientific efforts 
to find out if there is any life be­ 
yond this life and what it feels like 
to be dead were revealed today at 
the American Medical Association 
Convention. 
About 100 persons who have been 
medically, biologically, 
physically 
and legally “dead” have been bro’t 
back to life and then systematical­ 
ly questioned about 
their experi­ 
ences. 
This was disclosed by Dr. Albert 
S. Hyman, of the Witkin Founda­ 
tion for the Study and Preventioi 
of Heart Disease, Beth Lrael Hos­ 
pital, New York. 
Dr. Hyman himself raised these 
people frpm the “dead” with his re­ 
cently devised “artificial pace mak­ 
er” of the heart. In all the patients 
the heart had stopped beating for 
at least one minute, and in 
some 
cases ‘‘death”, due to heart inac­ 
tion, had lasted as long as eighteen 
minutes. 
The instrument that revives the 
dead is a huge needle with a slend 
der tip which is thrust into a cer­ 
tain region of the heart when it has 
stopped as a result of diseaes 
or 
major surgical and accident shocks. 
Mild electrical charges and 
in­ 
jections of various hearts stimulat­ 


ing drugs directly into the 
heart 
tissue start heart action again.

began

questioning of the recovered

The insects inquired 
about at these meetings were flies, 
fleas, clothes moths, 
ants, 
cock­ 
roaches, bedbugs and chicken mites 
and lice. Since this information 
seems to be generally desired the 
following methods of treatment— 
taken from the U. S. Dept, of Ag­ 
riculture publication are given: 
FLIES. The first essential in the 
control of flies is the removal 
at 
frequent intervals of their breed­ 
ing places—animal manure and de­ 
caying vegetable matter. The m a­ 
ture flies may be poisoned by plac­ 
ing three teaspoonfuls of formalin 
in a cup of milk and placed where 
the flies have access to it in shallow 
vessels. 
FLEAS—-On dogs, cats, etc. Dip 
in* creosote “stock dip” of strength 
recommended; rinse cats in clear 
water afterward. In houses—Scat­ 
ter 5 pounds of flake napthalene m 
room, close tightly and leave for! 
24 hours. The napthalene may then 
'be swept up and used 
in 
other 
rooms. 
In bams or 
basements- - 
Clean out loose material, dust, etc., 
and bum. 
Scatter salt 
over the 
premises and wet down thoroughly. 
Repeat in ten days if necessary. 
MOTHS (Cloths)—One pound of 
flake napthalene or para-dichlore- 
benzine per 10 cubic feet of storage 
apace—if tightly closed. Use three 
pounds per JO cubit feet in dresser 
drawers closets, etc., which 
are 
opened frequently. 
ANTS—'Mix as much arsenate of 
lead as will lay on a dime in one 
cup of syrup. 
Place where anta 
can get to it—but away from other 
animals that it is not desired 
to 
poison. 
COCKROACHES—'Dust 
sodium 
fluoride with a duster into cracks 
in walls or floors. 
BEDBUGS—Burn two pounds of 
sulphur or sulphur candles in tight­ 
ly closed room and leave closed for 
24 hours. 
This will black the ma­ 
terials and corrode metal 
appli­ 
ances left in the room during the 
treatment. 
CHICKEN LICE—Sodium fluor­ 
ide is the best remedy for chicken 
lice. The birds may be either dip­ 
ped In a solution of sodium fluor­ 
ide or it may be applied dry by the 
“pinch” method. 
In dipping 
add 
one ounce of sodium 
fluoride 
to 
each gallon of water, dip the birds 
and thoroughly wet all the feath­ 
ers. 
This should be done only on 
warm sunny days. In cold weather 
ten pinches of powdered sodium 
fluoride applied 
to 
the 
various 
parts of the birds body under the 
feathers should prove almost 
as 
effective. 
POULTRY MITES—To 
rid 
a 
poultry house of mites the 
first 
step is to close or remove as many 
hiding places as possible. The sec­ 
ond step is the spraying or paint­ 
ing of the reosts 
and 
adjacent 
parts of the house with some of the 
petroleum products—creosote, coal 
oil emulsion,' used automobile oil,

FARM LOANS 10 
BE RE FINANCED 
UNDER NEW PLAN 


W. H. SIKES NAMED LOCAL 
COMMISSIONER 


Scott County farmers will be in­ 
terested in the statement received 
by W. H. “Bill” Sikes of this city, 


from E. J. Bodman, agent of the 
Farm Loan Commissioner, station­ 
ed in the Federal Land Bank 
of 
St. Louis, telling how it is expect­ 
ed there will be a very substantial 
scale-down in the debts of many 
borrowers because the farm er get- 
ing a loan will 'be able to offer cash 
for settlement of debts which he 
might not otherwise be able to pay 
W. H. Sikes has been appointed lo­ 
co! Correspondent of the Agent of 
the Farm Loan Commissioner for 
this county. 
Commissioner’s loans are being 
made to reduce and refinance farm ­ 
er’s debts on a longer term basis, 
to supply working capital, and to 
refinance foreclosed 
farms. 
The 
collateral accepted is first or sec- 


ond mortgages upon all or 
any 
pari of the farm 
property. 
Of 
course, before the 
Commissioner 
makes a second mortgage loan he 
will ask the holder of the 
first 
mortgage to 
waive 
foreclosure 
rights in accordance with the Com­ 
missioner’s regulations. 


Maximum Is $5000 


Loans are limited to a maximum 
of $5000 each. 
These loans 
plus 
all prior mortgages or other evi­ 
dences of indebtedness secured by 
the farm property may not exceed 
75 per cent of the appraised value 
of the farm. The interest rate on 
these loans is five per cent. 
During the first three years the 
loans are in effect, borrowers may 


not be required to make payments 
on the principal if they are not 
otherwise in default with respect 
to the conditions or covenants 
of 
their mortgages. 
The loan must 
be repaid in such annual or semi­ 
annual installments as will 
dis­ 
charge the debt within the agreed 
period. 
The Commissioner’s Agent alsi 
points out that these are collater­ 
alized and not personal loans and 
that the financial condition of the 
applicant as well as 
his 
history 
must be considered, including, of 
course, the ability of the farmer 
to repay ihis loan. 
The Agent of 
the Farm Loan Commissioner has 
assured W. H. Sikes, the local cor- 
i respondent, that good loans are de­ 


sired. 
It is the intention of 
the 
Agent to help deserving farmers 
out of the hole, but no funds will 
be given away. 
No loans will be 
made where it is apparent 
that 
they cannot be repaid. 


Appraisal Necessary 


The properties are appraised by 
the Federal Land Bank appraiser, 
and he uses the same general val­ 
ues in arriving at the value of the 
property to be offered as collater­ 
al. 
The principal difference 
be­ 
tween the Federal Land Bank loan 
and the Commissioner’s loan 
is 
that the land bank loan is made 
only on the farm property and can­ 
not exceed 50% of 
the 
norma 
appraised value of the land plus 


20 per cent of the insured, perman­ 
ent improvements, 
whereas 
the 
Cetr.missioner’s Agent may lend up 
to 75 per cent of the normal value 
and accept second mortgages 
and 
personal property as security. 
The Agent points out that for 
the convenience of the public, W.
